An interested QRP friend asked: 

> 

> Cool. Now, for 80 meters, one might just use a different cap. I would 
> like to try one for 80, unless you beat me to it :-) 
> 


I beat you to it!!!!! Hee, hee. I couldn't sit still last 
night knowing I need a 80 meter antenna and here's what 
I found Out: 


Absolutely NOT! The self resonant frequency of the antenna 
with the CAPACITOR CONNECTION OPENED is 3.9 MHz. I could 
move the hi-voltage wires closer and resonated down to 
3.7 MHz. But the feed impedance is way off. The coupling 
loop needs to be smaller too. Too much QRG change with 
stray capacitance. 


I then shorted the innermost 3 wires -- thereby providing me 
with the necessary 24 feet of loop wire as necessary for 

the 80 meter version. It tuned from 3.2 to 5.0 MHz. But 
the Q was lower due to only 3 turns and I couldn't get a 
good feed match with the existing feed loop. I even 

made the loop smaller but the transformer matching action 
just wasn't sufficient with only 3 turns. Note: Soldering 
a short across 3 turns is NOT the same as making a 3 turn 
loop antenna. But the general idea is that it isn't optimum. 


You have to re-design using the formulas I posted. That is 
1/10 wavelength for the antenna wire, and 1/100 wavelength 
for the triangular feed loop. 


Yup, I found that you need 6 turns for everything to work 
out ok. 


Did I surprize you with my agressive testing :)

Hi, Dave: 


There is an easy solution to switching paddles that doesn't involve 
changing anything. 

At Radio Shack get a tip-ring-sleeve (stereo) plug and a matching 
in-line stereo jack. 

Wire these together as an in-line adapter. Use the same size plug and 
jack as you are presently using on your paddles, probably 1/8" items. 


Say that you like to work with dits on the left paddle and dahs on the 
right most of the time. I'm assuming that's how the stereo plug on your 


paddle is presently wired. 

When assembling the in-line adapter, cross the dit and dah wires. Then, 
when you plug into something that wants to see dits on the right paddle, 
and dahs on the left, they will be there.

I finished mine last week 
and have been having a ball with it. I'm tuning mine with a 10 turn pot 
for better bandspread. I have it calibrated to cover from about 7001 up 
to about 7050 or so. It puts out a very solid 2 watts with clean 
keying. It wants to see a nice 50 ohm load, so either take a tuner with 
you, or prebuild and test an antenna for a good match. 


I ran my SW40+ for a week out loose on my desk with just clip leads 
connecting it to everything. It's in a case now.

Brad: 
Don't know what you have for test equipment, so we will improvise. 


Consider your IF frequency. Will a harmonic of the local oscillator in 
an ordinary BC set hit it? This was my first signal generator when I 
was a penniless novice :-) At the bottom of the BC band, a freq of 545 
kHz puts the LO at 1 MHz, assuming a 455 kHz IF and high side injection. 
At the high end of the band, 1545 kHz puts the LO at 2 MHz. 


If you can hear the LO harmonic sweep through your IF when you tune it, 
everything behind the IF would be working including the BFO (2nd crystal 
oscillator). If you don't hear the beat, the BFO may not be working. 


If you have access to a scope that would help. You could look at the 
crystal oscillator sections and see whether they are oscillating. 


Another approach is to use a general coverage receiver and see if you 
can hear the oscillators. When I built my SW40+ I used my Sony 2010 SWL 
receiver to calibrate the vfo range before I even built the rest of the 
rig. I can clearly hear all of my oscillators in it too. You must 
establish that the vfo is covering the right frequency range. 


If all the oscillators are found to be good, use the improvised sig gen 
to leak a signal into the front end of the receiver. An insulated wire 
poked into the BC set will probably pick up enough signal for the 
purpose. A small alligator clip on the other end can be used as a probe 
to connect to various points in the front end circuitry. Tune the LO 
around until a harmonic falls in the tuning range of interest. If you 
hear signal with the probe on the input pin of the NE602, move forward 
toward the antenna. When you stop hearing the input signal, or it is 
much weakened, you are in the vicinity of the problem. 


Hope this helps, Brad.
